— Heavy  fightiVig  has  taken  place  in  the 
Otse  and  Somme  regions,  but  all  the  powerful  German  attacks 
today  were  repelled  by  the  French  troops,. except  on  the  left 
bank  of  the  Oise,  where  the  French  were  forced  to  withdraw  to 
positions  previously  prepared,  according  to  the  War  Office 
announcement  tbnight.  «

LONDON,  April  6.— A 
Reuter's  Kmited  dispatch 
from  Vasa,  dated  Thursday, 
says  that  a  White  Guard 
headquarters'  official  state- 
ment reports  that  Tammers- 
fors  has  been  talcen  by  them 
after  severe  fighting  in  the 
streets,  in  which  they  have 
fought  their  way  foot  by 
foot. 

A  Copenhagen  dispatch  to 
the  Exchange  Telegraph 
Company  says  that  it  is  offi- 
cially reported  that  in  the 
capture  of  Tammersfors  the 
White  Guards  lost  2,000 
men  while  12,000  of  the 
Red  Guards  were  either 
killed  or  wounded  or  taken 
prisoner.

The  Chinese  police,  however, 
have  succeeded  in  siippresHlng  the  loot- 
ers. Many  BolshevikI  axents  are  ar- 
riving here.  iioi|ses  aud  business  build- 
tags  are  under  heavy  guard. 

Yesterday  240  Belgian  soldiers  ar- 
rived from  Bussta.  where  they  fought 
for  two  years,  on  their  way  to  the 
French  front.  Although  the  Bolshevik! 
Premier,  Nikolai  Lenlne.  had  given 
them  written  authority  to  make  the 
trip. 'they  were  held  up  by  BolshevikI  at 
Omsk  and  were  not  permitted  to  pro- 
ceed until  they  signed  a  pledge  not  to 
flght.  They  wer*"  detained  at  other 
points,  but  eventually  arrived,  with 
thair  a,rms  and  equipment.

WITH  THE  FRENCH  ARMT  IN 
FRANCE.  AprU  6.— (By  the  Associated 
Press.) — There  was  no  relaxation  today 
of  the  German  efforts  to  the  north  of 
Montdldler.  Between  Thennes  and 
Qriv^snes.  a  few  French  divisions  faced 
and  held  back  nearly  four  times  their 
number  of   selected  German    troops. 

Along  this  front  of  about  six  miles 
there  nattirally  were  some  ductuations 
under  the  weight  of  such  a  strong  at- 
tack. Two  villages  fell  into  the  hands 
of  the  Germans,  but  they  were  not  per- 
mitted to  hold  them  In  peace,  for  the 
French  came  back  In  a  vigorous  coun- 
ter-atUck  whieh  made  the  positions  of 
the  enemy  critical. 

On  both  ends  of  the  line,  at  Thennes 
and  Grivesnes  there  were  very  severe 
encounters.  In  which  the  French  ob- 
stinately kept  the  barrier  intact  against 
fresh  assaulta 

A  division  of  German  guards  suffered 
especially  heavy  loasea 

Among  the  attacking  troops  were 
seven  entirely  fresh  divisions. 

French  artillery,  mostly  Held  guns. 
was  brought  hurriedly  to  the  scene  and 
battered   the  Germans  unmerelfully. 


Both  artillerymen  and  Infantrymen 
decided  that  never  had  they  had  better 
targets.  They  fired  at  theai  until  their 
supplies  of  smmunitlon  were  exhausted. 

Prisoners  affirm  that  the  German 
losses  were  tenible.  Many  companies 
were  reduced  to  below  fifty  men.  The 
Oermana  in  view  of  the  rapid  marches 
they  were  expected  to  make  were  or- 
dered te  earry  only  Indispensable  ar- 
ticlea.  but  each  had  reserve  rations 
for  two  days  snd  two  water  bottlea 
Field  kttehens  carryhig  rations  for 
another  day  followed  cloeoly.  aad  fur- 
ther behlnil  came  horse-drawn  wagons 
with  food  for  three  days  more. 

Each  Oerm«a  soldier  had  a  map  on 
which  was  printed  the  dates  ^  the 
prapoMd  arrival  of  the  attaeklng  tr«epa 
at  rariotis  objeetlvea  One  of  theas 
points  wsa  rarls.  showhur  the  Intention 
of  the  Oe/man  cemmsad  to  push  on- 
ward. Rwt  apparently  they  did  not 
reekoa  on  the  tenacity  of  the  French 
and  the  British,

THIRD  UBERTY 
LOAN  UUNCHED 


United  States'  New  Effort  to 
Raise  Money  for  Conduct  of 
War  Starts  Auspiciously- 
Enthusiastic  Campaign. 


WABHOfOTON.  April  6— This  waa 
a  day  of  enthusiastic  patriotic  cale- 
brationa.  backed  up  by  subscriptions 
to  Oovarnment  bonds  of  the  third 
Liberty  Loan.  Throughout  the  Unit- 
ed States  communities  observed  the 
anniversary  of  the  nation's  entrance 
hito  the  war,  and  gave  material  bvl- 
danoe  of  their  support  by  pledging 
millions  of  dollars  to  Insure  success- 
ful conclusion  of  the  struggle  against 
Germany. 

While  public  meetings  were  In 
progress  In  nearly  every  city,  talo- 
grams  were  pouring  Into  Lfhorty  loan 
headquarters  at  the  Traasury  tailing 
of  towns  which  had  exceeded  tHeir 
quotas  In  the  flrst  day  of  the  four 
weeks'  campaign  or  even  within  the 
^rst  hour.  More  Chan  110  had  re- 
ported whan  the  haadqnartars  closad 
tonight,  and  more  still  were  coming 
in.  Sioux  City.  la.,  and  Lynn,  Mass- 
wore  tha  largest  clUes  exceeding  their 
allotments,  and  thereby  winning  the 
right  to  fly  the  honor  flag  of  tha 
Third  Liberty  Loan. 

The  fact  that  most  others  were 
small  towns  prompted  the  announce- 
mont  by  the  Treasury  that  the  aggre- 
gate subscrlpUons  "were  Infinites- 
imal." compared  with  the  It.OfO.- 
OOO.OOO  campaign  goal,  and  that  to- 
day's  reports  should  not  be  conducive 
to  undue  optimism  regarding  the 
flnal  rasult.

Sir  Robert  Borden  Makes  Plain 
Oeclaration  of  Govern|Tient's 
Stand— enforcement  of  Mll^ 
Itary  Service  Act. 


OTTAWA,  April  6. — In  last  night's 
discussion  on  the  Quebec  riots,  Sir 
Robert  Bordon  roraarkod  in  opening. 
that  the  member  for  Slmcoe  (Colonel 
Currle),  and  the  member  for  Centra 
Vancouver  (H.  H.  Stevens),  seemed 
to  be  under  the  impression  that  the 
Military  Service  Act  was  being  an- 
foroed  with  laxity  in  the  province  of 
Quebec.  The  leader  of  tho  Oppoel- 
tion,  on  tba  contrary,  waa  convlncad 
of  the  opposite. 

The  policy  of  the  Brltiph  Oevam- 
ment  since  the  beginning  of  the  war. 
asserted  tho  Premier,  had  been  r  not 
to  Interfere  with  free  speech.  Aa  for 
the  apeeoii  of  Colohel  Anmand  La- 
vergne.  In  Quebec,  In  which  be  had 
stated  that  he  was  authorised  to  act 
as  an  intermediary  between  tlia  Oov- 
emment  and  the  people,  waa  con- 
cemed.  Sir  Robert  said  he  had  docu- 
ments in  bis  possession  from  Regis- 
trar Tascbereau  and  Colonel  Maohin 
which  went  to  show  that  Lavargne 
had  no  authority  to  make  this  atate- 
ment. 

Colonel  Carrie,  Sir  Robert  want  en. 
seemed, to  think  that  all  men  in 
Class  X  under  the  Military  Service 
Act  should  have  been  conaerlpted. 
This,  said  the  Premier,  was  not  the 
principle  ef  the  Act,  which  had  been 
endorsed  by  a  large  aoajorlty  In  the 
Houae  last  ■easion.  and  by  the  people 
at  the  laat  alaotlon.  The  purpoaa  of 
the  act  was  to  take  only  these  man 
who  would  be  more  T»ltt»Ma  at  tba 
front  than  at  homa^ ^ — 


The  effort  of  the  Oovernment  had 
been  to  enfdrce  the  laiw  impartially 
and  conalderataly  in  every  province 
of  the  Dominion.  Now,  on  the  other 
hand,  ha  was  told,  the  Goiremment 
«5raa  enforolnc  It  too  rigoroualy  In 
Qitebeo,  and 'on  the  other  hand  that 
It  waa  enforcing  It  too  lightly.  Sir 
Robert  said  that  be  waa  perfectly 
aware  of  the  fact  ttalU  oondltloins  In 
Quebec  made  It  dlffloult  to  enforce 
the  law  expeditiously  there;  but  he 
expressed  the  hope  that  It  would  ul- 
timately be  suoeeaafuUy  carried 
through. 

The  Leader  of  the  Opposition  had 
argued  that  more  would  have  been 
achieved  by  the  voluntary  system.  He 
had  made  this  statement,  but  wl^pre 
was  his  proof.  He  furnished  none, 
and  his  statement  could  not  be  sub- 
stantiated. 

"Under  the  MlliUry  Service  Act," 
said  the  Premier,  "we  have  during 
the  past  seven  weeks  brought  16,000 
men  to  the  colors.  No  such  results 
could  hJtve  been  obtained  under  the 
voluntary  system."  If  plans  were 
carried  out  successfully,  at  the  end 
of  this  month  47,000  men  would  have 
been  sent  overseas.  In  parts  of  Que- 
bec, went  on  Sir  Robert,  exemptions 
had  been  granted  almost  wholesale, 
i  Therefore,  as  the  Oovemment  was 
sworn  to  admlnster  the  aot  fairly  and 
fully,  appeals  had  to  be  made.  At 
the  present  time  there  were  about 
S0,000  appeala  waiting  to  be  dealt 
with  by  Central  Appeal  Judge.  They 
were  being  handled  with  the  greatest 
possible  dispatch.  About  2,000 
appeals  a  week  were  being  handled 
by  the  courta  In  the  city  of  Montreal 
alone.  Results  were  slow  in  Quebec, 
but  ultimately  the  enrolment  under 
the  act  might  be  quite  large. 
In  Time  of  War 

"We  are  In  time  of  war,"  Sir 
Robert  continued,  "and  was  there  to 
be  a  rtot  In  Quebec  or  anywhere  else 
because  a  young  man  had  not  been 
allowed  to  send  a  message  from  the 
police  station?" 

That  was  the  point  of  Sir  Wilfrid 
Laurier — that  and  nothing  more. 

Sir  Wilfrid  had  said  that  the  men 
selected  to  enforce  the  act  were  not 
of  4  proper  type,  but  the  Opposition 
leader  had  no  fault  to  And  with  the 
higher  authorities  In  the  Province, 
although  the  constables  were  no 
doubt  selected  by  the  higher  authori- 
ties. "When  you  are  seeking  men 
among  an  unsympathetic  popula- 
tion." Sir  Robert,  cheered  by  Govern- 
ment members,  said,  "you  ean  not 
always  get  men  of  a  polite  or  reflned 
type." 

The  Prime  Minister  declared  he 
could  nnd  no  JnstlAcatlon  for  the 
auggestion  that  the  riots  were  due  to 
acta  of  (the  Government.  Sir  Wilfrid 
had  suggested  that  the  leader  did  not 
come  from  Quebec. 

"I  hope  that  la  so,"  Sir  Robert 
continued,  "but  I  regret  that  If  they 
were  not  dtlsens  of  Quebec,  the 
appeals  which  they  made  produced 
such  an  effect  upon  the  population 
there." 

Dealing  With  RloU 

Referring  to  the  Order-in-Coundl 
relaUng  to  riots.  Sir  Wilfrid  had  aald 
that  the  Government  should  have 
come  to  Parliament.  "I  say,"  the 
Premier  continued,  'that  under  the 
conditions  which  confront  us  at  the 
preeent  time  we  should  have  been 
derelict  in  our  duty  if  we  had  waited. 
It  la  open  to  the  honorable  gentle- 
man to  challenge  our  action  by  a 
vote  of  this  House.  If  he  deslrea. 

"The  Leader  of  the  Opposition  has 
referred  to  the  civil  authoritiaa.  Why 
dl  the  olvll  authorities  in  Quebec  not 
aot  when  the  riots  flrst  broke  oifTT 
If  the  civil  authorltlea  do  not  aot  are 


we  to  held  our  han^r  We  are  not 
to  bel4  eur  hands,  we  are  to  aae 
•Ball  iBroe  aa  may  Iw  •eeeaaasy  to 
pp»^>a«t  distarbaaoea.  ptaamwe  the 
peace  and  permit  the  eniafeement  of 
the  MUltary  Servloe  Act. 

"At  this  point  A.  R.  McMaster 
(BrotM),  tntermpted.  "We  think." 
he  deelarad.  to  Oppoeltloa  applauae, 
"we  think  when  Parliament  Is  sitting 
that  the  OovenuBent  might  tnut  the 
representaUveo  of  the  people  to  legis- 
late In  aecordanee  with  the  neceaal- 
ties  of  the  situaUon." 

"We  think,  al^,"  the  Premier  re- 
torted, that  the  reprsaentaUves  of 
the  peaple  of  Cattad4  In  Parliament 
assembled  might  trust  the  Oovem- 
ment «i  this  country  In  emergencies 
to  act  so  that  rioting  and  insurrec- 
tion shall  not  be  repeated.  This  Is 
the  poHcy  which  this  Government 
proposes  to  carry  out." 

RICE  CAN  NOW  COME 

ONLY  FROM  CHINA 

YANCOVnrX^  April  <.-^W.  A.  Blair, 
seeretary  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  has 
been  advised  hr  H.  B.  Thomson, 
chairman  of  the  Canada  Food  Board, 
that  the  United  SUtes  had  placed  an 
embargo  on  the  Exportation  of  rice. 

Japan  also  has  an  embargo  on  rice, 
so  that  now  only*rloe  from  China  can 
eorae  Into   Canada. 

Mr.  Thomson  wired  for  Intormation 
as  to  the  amount  of  rice  Imported  last 
year  from  the  Orient  through  the  port 
of  Vanoouver.  That  the  consumption 
of  rice  here  Is  very  large,  is  Indicated 
In  the  euatoms  figures  given  Mr.  Blair, 
showing  that  in  1>17  there  was  Im- 
ported   S9,S60    tons.

April  «/— Details  con- 
eeminc  the  deatruotlon  recently  of 
ten  German  submarines  by  naval  air- 
craft, eight  by  seaplanaa  and  the 
othera  by  dlrlgiblea  haa  been  obtained 
by  the  Assoolated  Press  from  Ad- 
miralty reports.  The  first  case  is 
described  aa  follows: 

"In  the  English  Channel  a  sea- 
plane sisbted  a  submarine  eight 
miles  away,  directly  la  the  path  of 
an  on-coming  ctmvoy  of  merchant 
ships.  The  seaplane  dived  at  m 
miles  an  hour.  The  submarine  at- 
Umptod  to  aabmarge  but  waa  Just 
awaah  aa  the  seaplane  released  two 
bemtaa,  one  of  which  exiiloded  on  the 
conning  tower.  The  seaplane  drop- 
ped two  more  bombs  into  the  midst 
of  the  air  bubbles  from  the  col- 
lapsed submarine,  which  was 
largest  type,  <»rrying  two  gunf. 

The  second  oase:  "At  dawn 
plane  alghted  a  large  su^mi 
the  surface.  The  seaplane  uropped  a 
bomb  on  the  tall  of  the  U-boat  and 
afterward  photographed  the  sinking 
submarine  with  a  big  hole  in  Its 
deck.  A  second  bomb  wfs  dropped 
close  to  the  subnoarine's  bow  and 
the  U-boat  collapsed." 

The'  third  case:  "Two  seaplanes  at- 
tacked a  large  submarine  travelling 
on  the  surface  at  fourteen  knots.  A 
bomb  exploded  close  to  the  conning 
tourer  and  the  submarine  began  to 
•ink  stern  first.  Another  bomb  com- 
pleted the  work." 

The  fourth  ooIm:  "Three  patrol 
planes  sifted  a  large  submarine  aa 
it  was  submerging  and  dropped  two 
bombe  cloee  to  the  conning  t»arer, 
causing  the  submarine  to  turn  turtle 
and  disappear  in  a  mass  of  oil  and 
wreckage." 

The  fifth  case:  "A  aeaplane  sighted 
two  submarines  close  to  the  surface 
and  dropped  two  bombs.  One  bomb 
was  ineffective,  but  the  other  hit  the 
deck  fairly  amidships.  The  submar- 
ine waa  hidden  by  the  smoke  of  the 
explosion  and  when  the  smoke  clear- 
ed the  U-boat  was  sinking  with  both 
ends  in  the  air."

i  KaRIS,  April  «.— The  anniversary  of 
.AJperlca's  entrance  Into  the  war.  is 
Tweiving-  great  attention  from  the 
F%nch  press.  The  newspapers  com- 
ment extensively  upon  the  accom- 
plishments of  the  United  States  and 
the  ditficultles  which  must  be  over- 
come. These,  several  writers  say,  are 
realised  more  in  VYance  than  in  Amer- 
ica. The  reviews  of  what  has  been 
achieved  in  the  waj^^of  shipbuilding, 
the  naval  operations  against  subma- 
rines, the  training  of  an  army,  and  the 
financial  assistance  extended  to  the 
Allies  are  written, of  in  a  spirit  of  ad- 
miration and  recognition  of  their  sig- 
nificance. The  press  throughout  the 
country  emphaais«B  the  disinterested- 
ness of  Americans,  their  earnestness, 
''their  devotion  to  the  principles  of 
free  government,  and  the  rights  of  all 
peoplea.  Much  Is  said  of  the  Ameri- 
can point  of  view,  reaching  beyond 
temporary  national  interests  toward 
a  larger  Ideal  of  the  future  for  them- 
selves and   for  other  peoples. 

One  point  which  is  brought  into 
relief  is  the  spirited  manner  in  which 
Gen.  Pershing  offered  the  American 
army  now  in  France  for  the  present 
battle.

'For  the  peoples  who  resolved  to

•tatement  issued  by  the  Oovemment 
Premier  Ciemenceau's  denial  of  the 
truth  of  the  aasertlon  of  Foreirn 
Minister  Czarnin  as  to  nesotlations  be- 
tween Auatrla  and  France  was  priven 
oonflrmatlon.      The   not*    follows: 

"Premier  CUmancaau,  upon  aseum- 
Iqs  the  duties  of  President  of  the 
Council,  found  that  conversations  had 
been  entered  Into  In  Swltxerland  up- 
pon  Austria's  Initiative  between  the 
Count  Revertata.  a  personal  friend  of 
Emperor  Charles,  and  Commandant 
Arnoand,  of  the  seeond  bureau. 
French  general  staff,  designated  for 
that  purpose  by  the  French  Minister 
at  the  time. 

"M.  Clemenceau  did  not  wish  to 
assume  the  responsibility  of  inter- 
rupting conferences  which  had 
yielded  no  results,  but  which  misht 
furnish  useful  sources  of  Informa- 
tion. Commandant  Armand  thus  was 
allowed  to  continue  his  stay  In 
Switzerland  upon  the  request  of 
Count  Revertata.  Instructions  were 
as  follows:  'Listen  and  say  nothing.' 
'  "Count  Rsvsrtata,  bacomlnc  con- 
vinced that  his  attempt  to  bring 
about  a  German  peace  was  doomed 
to  failure,  in  order  fully  to  charac- 
terize his  mission,  gave  Commandant 
Armand  a  letter  written  in  his  own 
hand  dated  February  25.  1918,  the 
flrst  sentence  of  which  reads:  'During 
the  month  of  August.  1917,  with  a 
view  to  obtaining  from,  the  French 
Government  a  proposition  to  Austria 
which  might  lead  to  future  peace  and 
be  of  such  a  nature  aa  to  be  su8c«p- 
tible  of  being  endorsed  by  Austria 
and  presented  to  th»'  German  Gov- 
ernment, conferences  havs  been  en- 
tered upon.' 

"Count  Revertata,  being  himself 
the  solicitor,  acknowledges  in  the  fol- 
lowing terms:  'That  the  purpose  was 
to  obtain  from  the  French  Govern- 
ment propositions  of  peace,  under 
cover  of  Austria,  for  transmission  to 
Berlin.* 

"Such  Is  the  fact  established  by  an 
authenticated  document  which  Coun^ 
Czernin  has  dared  to  refer  to  in  the 
following  terms: 

"  'Clemenceau,  shortly  before  the 
beginning  of  the  ofTensive  on  the 
Western  front,  had  me  asked  whether 
I  was  ready  to  enter  upon  negotlo- 
tlons,   and   upon  what  basis.' 

"In  speaking  thus,  jiot  only  he  did 
not  tell  the  truth,  but  told  the  oppo- 
site of  truth,  which  In  France  Is 
ternted  'lyln«.'  " 

In  view  of  the  official  announce- 
ment yesterday  that  Premier  Clem- 
enceau, on  assuming  office,  found  that 
conversations  had  been  entered  into 
in  Switzerland  between  representa- 
tives of  France  and  Austria,  on 
Austria's  InHlatlve.  Prof.  PaliUeve, 
who  preceded  M.  Clemenceau  as 
Premier,  today  Issued  the  following 
explanation: 

"During  the  year  1917  Austria 
made  several  attempts  to  open  semi- 
official negotiations  with  the  Entente 
Allies.  Notably  in  June,  1917.  I  was 
advised  by  the  second  bureau  that 
Austria,  through  the  personage  of 
Count  RevertaU,  had  several  times 
asked  through  a  Swiss  intermediary 
for  an  interview  with  the  officer  at. 
tached  to  the  second  bureau.  Major 
Arman<V  a  distant  relative.  Alex- 
andre Rlbot.  then  Premier,  having 
been  consulted.  Major  Armand  and 
Count  Revertata  met  In  August,  1917 
T^ji  matter  stopped  there,  and  no  In- 
terview took  place  from  August  until 
November,  when  I  left  office.  The 
events  which  occurred  afterward 
naturally  are  unknown  to  me,  but  I 
presume,  after  the  statement  mado 
by  Premier  Clemenceau,  that  Count 
Revertata  returned  to  the   charge."

sity.

OTTAWA,  April  6.— Idleness  In  Can- 
ada Is  now  punishable  by  penalty.  An 
order-ln-«ouncll.  read  In  the  House  of 
Commons  by  the  Prime  Minister  enacts 
thsit  "all  persons  donslclled  In  Canada 
shall  In  the  absence  of  reasona/ble 
catise  tothe  contrary,  engage  In  useful 
ocoupatlons."  It  deolarea  that  the  "reg- 
ulatUma  are  not  Intended  to  affect  any 
right  of  members  of  organised  labor  as- 
sociations to  discontinue  their  work  In 
the  employment  In  which  they  have 
been  engaged  when  such  discontinuance 
Is  occasioned  by  (differences  actually 
arising  between  the  employer  and  the 
employee." 

The  purpose  Is  to  prevent  persons  cap- 
able of  useful  work  from  remaining  idle 
at  a  time  when  the  country  most  ur- 
gently requires  the  service  of  all  human 
energy  possible. 

The  regulations  provide: 

1 — That  every  male  person  residing 
In  the  Dominion  shall  be  regularly  en- 
gaged in  some  useful  occupation. 

■  t — In    any    proceeding    hereunder     It 
shall  be  a  defence  that  the  person  is: 

(a)  Under  16  years  of  age  or  over  SO 
years  of  age. 

(b)  a  bona-flde  student  proceeding 
with  Ms  training  for  some  useful  occu- 
pation. 

(c)  A  bona  fide  student  In  actual 
attendance  at  some  recognised  educa- 
tional Institution. 

(d)  Usually  employed  In  some  useful 
occupation  and  temporarily  unemployed 
owing  to  difference  with  his  employer 
common  to  similar  employees  with  the 
same  employer. 

(e)  Physically  unalble  to  oo<m>Iy  with 
the  provisions  of  the  law  as  herein  en- 
acted. 

(f)  Unable  to  obtain  within  reason- 
able distance  any  kind  of  employment 
which  he  Is  adapted  to  perform  at  cur- 
rent  wages   for   similar  employment. 

Violation  of  the  regulations  imposes 
liability  of  a  penalty  not  exceeding  1100. 
or  in  default  Imprisonment  not  exceed- 
ing six  months  In  any  common  gaol  or 
In  an  institution  or  on  a  farm  owned  by 
a  municipality  or  province,  and  de- 
clared by  by-law  or  order-ln-councll.  re- 
spectively, to  be  a  public  institution  or 
farm  for  the  purpose  of  this  law,  which 
said  Institution  or  farm  for  the  purpose 
of  this  lamr  shall  be  a  common  gaol. 

Where  proceedings  are  Instituted  srt 
the  instance  of  a  municipality  the  fine 
goes  to  the  municipality:  where  insti- 
tuted by  a  provincial  officer,  to  the 
provincial  treasury.

MISSING  FOR  WEEK 

PARIS,  April  6.— Oharies  Kprwood, 
of  Bryn  Mawr.  Pa.,  and  Houston 
Woodward,  of  Philadelphia.  both 
members  of  the  Lafayette  escadrlUe, 
have  been  missing  since  April  1. 

Xerwood,  while  patrolling  In  the 
Somme  region,  encountered  seven 
Ocrmen  airplanes.  He  was  flying  a 
bombing  machine,  which  obliged  him 
to  keep  at  a  low  altitude,  but  unhesi- 
tatingly el^gaged  one  of  the  Oermana 
Almost  at  once  a  quartette  of  Ger- 
mans were  attacking:  him.  Sur- 
rounded, he  defended  himself  bravely 
with  his  clumsy  bombing  plane 
sgainst  the  lighter  battle  planes. 

Manderson  Lehr,  of  Albion,  Neb., 
belonging  to  the  same  patrol  and  fly- 
ing higher,  saw  Kerwood  battling  with 
the  Germans,  but  shortly  lost  sight  of 
Kerwood'a  machine,  which  fell  behind 
the  German  lines*  and  It  is  not  known 
whether  the  fall  was  fatal  to  Kerwood 
or  he  was  taken  prisoner. 

Woodward  left  on  a  scouting  expe- 
dition April  1,  and  has  not  returned, 
and  there  Is  nothing  to  Indicate 
wlieyier  he  fell  Into  German  hands  as 
a  prisoner  or  met  another  fate.

President  WItoon  shows  by  his 
Baltimore  speech  how  thoroughly  he 
now  recognises  tho  Insincerity  of  all 
Germany's  profOsslons.  Ha  will  listen 
no  more  to  propaganda  for  a  Ger- 
man-mada  peace  after  tha  example 
that  has  been  made  of  Russia.  The 
enemy,  ho  points  out.  has  appeatod 
to  force  to  fulfil  his  dream  of  world 
domination.  America  has  accepted 
the  challenge,  Just  as,  long  ago.  It 
was  accepted  by  Britain  and  France. 
Force  shall  answer  force,  without 
stint  or  limit,  until  the  world  to  re- 
deemed and  made  fit  again  for  free 
men. 

The  President's  statement  comes  at 
an   opportune  time,   Just   on   the  eve 
oi  America's  participation  with  Brit- 
ain and  Franca  in  stemming  the  tidal 
wave  of  Germany's     hosts     on     the 
Western  front.

JThe  general  tenor  of  the  speeches  waa 
to  the  effect  that  the  enemy  alien  who 
Is  at  liberty  la  a  menace  to  Canada, 
that  he  is  net  only  a  spy  In  practice^ 
but  is  also  deprlyini^  Canadians  of  oc- 
cupations. Closely  coupled  with  this  at- 
titude towards  the  enemy  alien  was  the 
view  which  the  soldiers  took  of  the  con* 
sctentioua  objecter  and  the  LW.W,  some 
of  the  speakers  stating  that  the  treat- 
ment which  the  soldiers  desire  to  be 
meted  out  to  Gehnans  and  Austrlans 
and  others  of  their  ilk  should  also  be 
applied  to  men  of  these  descrlptiona. 

It  was  decided  that  all  of  the  societies 
which  are  interested  in  the  welfare  of 
Canada  and  the  returned  soldier  ques- 
tion should  be  Invited  to  take  part  in 
the  proposed  demonstration,  and  when 
the  resolutions  embodying  the  wishes 
of  the  men  have  been  put  into  shape 
they  wni  be  submitted  to  these  organ- 
isations for  approval. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  exeeutiva  of 
the  O.  W.  T.  A.  Is  being  held  this  mora- 
lag  to  whip  the  suggestions  into  shapa 
and  it  is  expected  that  things  will  move 
onickly  from  now  on,  for  the  general 
tenor  of  the  feeling  at  last  ni^t's 
meeting  was  that  the  time  for  talk  and 
telegrams  was  past  and  the  Dominion 
Government  would  have  to  taka  action 
at  once  to  forestall  protests  from  all 
parts  of  Canada,  some  of  which,  it  was 
felt,  would  not  be  as  peaceful  as  the 
forthcoming  demonstration  is  intended 
to  be.

Dr.  A^  O.  Price,  Medical  Health 
Offlcsr,  reported  a  few  days  ago  that 
only  six  applications  have  so  far 
been  made  for  licenses  under  the  city 
by-law.  In  other  words,  despite  the 
intentions  of  the  fathera  of  the 
scheme,  only  half  a  dosen  people 
within  the  city  Umlts  have  *o^tlll 
now  considered  it  worth  while  ^at- 
tempt raising  porkera  under  thWre- 
strictlons  provided.  The  by*lafr  |k>w 
in  effect  stipulates  that  pigs  can-  be 
raised  in  the  city  provided  the  quart- 
ers are  kept  In  a  sanitary  oohditlon 
and  that  the  pig-sty  Is  at  least  100 
feet  fro^i  the  nearest  dwelling. 
Clergymen  Set  Iicad 

Bishop  Schofleld  and  beain  Qualn- 
ton  have  set  the  lead  In  Victoria's 
pork  production  movement,  and  the 
area  adjacent  to  Christ  Church  Ca- 
thedral, it  would  seem,  Is  to  become 
one  of  the  few  piggeries  in  the  city, 
as  Mr.  Percy  C.  Payne,  also  connect- 
ed with  the  church,  has  sent  in  an 
application  as  well  as  the  Bishop 
and  Dean. 

Genuine  enthusiasm  over  the  pig 
industry  and  the  prospects  for  Its  ad- 
vancement here  this  Summer  is  lust 
now  confined  to  only  a  few,  however, 
Judging  from  tho  city  hall  returns. 
Dr.  Price  maintains  that  Interest  in 
the  campaign  is  likely  to  revive  again 
latqr  in  the  Spring,  when  the  farm- 
ers begin  to  place  on  the  market 
young  pigs  in  larger  numbera  than  at 
present — and  at  lower  prices. 

AID  IS  EXPEaED 

FOR  DUNVEGAN  ROAD 


OTTAWA,  April  «. — ^It  is  expected 
that  the  supplementary  estimates 
will  contain  an  item  of  about  two 
million  dollara  to  provide  a  subsidy 
for  the  lidmonton.  Dunvegan  and 
B.  C.  Railway  being  constructed  by 
J.   D.   MacArthur,    of   Winnipeg.

The  soldiers  marched  by  the  review- 
ing stand  for  nearly  two  hours,  in 
formations  that  showed  the  effects  of 
Intensive  training.  These  men  were 
from  Pennsylvania,  Maryland  and  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia.

Kuhn,  commanding  tho  79th  division 
at  Camp  Meade,  and  others.  The  fea- 
ture of  the  parade  was  several  regi- 
ments of  negro  soldiers  headed  by  a 
negro  band.  The  President  and  his 
entire  party  Joined  in  the  cheering  as 
they  came  into  view.  The  negroes 
marched  well,  and  their  band  was 
classed  as  the  best  of  several  In  the 
parade.

NANAIMO,  April  6.— At  a  largely  at- 
tended meeting  of  the  Nanaimo  branch 
of  the  Wln-the-War  League  Uat  night, 
a  resolution  -was  adopted  requesting  the 
Naaalmo  Federal  member,  Mr.  J.  C.  Mc- 
Intosh,  to  support  to  the  utmost  the 
Maclean  bill  in  the  House  of  Commons 
calling  for  the  conscription  of  enemy 
aliens  in  Canada  for  work  at  the  rate  of 
pay  paid  Canadian  soldiers. 

"It  is  a  disgrace  to  allow  enemy 
aliens  in  Canada  to  grow  fat  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  blood  of  our  boys  in 
France,"  stated  one  speaker.  Most  of 
those  who  addressed  the  meetlnir  were 
of  the  same  opinion,  and  thought  the 
matter  should  be  dealt  with  immed- 
iately. 

Lieut.  Crane,  who  returned  from 
France  six' months  ago  after  three  years 
on  the  flring  lii^e,  stated  that  there  was 
a  large  number  of  aliens  in  Nanaimo 
and  district.  These  men,  he  declared, 
were  drawing  the  biggest  of  wages  and 
the  country  was  getting  no  good  what- 
ever out  of  them.  He  expressed  the 
convi^ion  that  the  men  should  be 
brought  under  the  scope  of  the  Military 
Service  Act  and  sent  to  the  front  to 
relieve  the  boys  who  have  been  fighting 
there  since  the  beginning  of  the  war. 
Lieut.  Crane  stated  that  there  was  a 
large  number  of  men  in  England  who 
by  reasons  of  shell  shock  and  minor 
Injuries  could  not  go  again  into  ths 
trenches,  but  they  could  be  brought 
back  to  Caa^a  to  do  the  work  at  pre- 
sent, being  done  by  alien  enemies  and 
alien  friends  If  the  latter  were  com- 
pelled to  join  in  the  struggle  against 
the  enemy.  The  speaker  could  aee  no 
prospect  of  an  early  end  of  the  war, 
and  he  strongly  urged  upon  Canadlana 
the  Importance  of  conscription  of  the 
man  power  of  the  Dominion,  Canadians 
and  subjects  of  Allied  nations,  to  do  the 
fighting,  and  the  enemy  aliens  to  do  the 
necessary  labor. 

The  meeting  instructed  the  secretary 
to  communicate  with  the  Government 
reiterating  the  request  made  by  the 
League  in  October  last  that  the  Military 
Service  Act  be  applied  to  subjects  of 
Allied  nylons  residing  in  Canada.  The 
meeting  also  decided  to  have  placed  in 
the  lobby  of  the  post  office  copies  of 
the  resolution  referred  to  for  the  sig- 
natures of  citlsens,  to  be  forwarded  to 
Ottawa  with  the  least  possible  delay.

GEHWS' RAIDS 
PROVE  FltUIIES 


Attempts  Made  on  American 
Front  Near  Toul  End  in  Dis- 
comfiture —  Defenders  Get 
Some  Prisoners. 


WITH  THE  AMIERICAK  ARMY  IN 
rRANCEJ,  April  6.— (By  the  Amo- 
clated  Presa.) — The  Grennana  at- 
tempted'^ raid  thia  mominc  on  the 
American  poiitlons  northwest  of  Toul, 
after  a  violent  artillery  preparation. 
They  were  driven  off  by  the  American 
artillery  and  machine  run  Are  and  suf- 
fered  comparatively  heavy  casualties, 
leavins  two  prieonera  in  the  hands  of 
the  Americans.  ^ 

From  tfie  German  point  of  view  the 
raid  waa  a  complete  failure,  as  not  a 
single  American  was  captured. 

In  another  part  of  the  sector  an 
enemy  patrol  earlier  today  attacked  an 
American  party  carrying  food  to  a  lis- 
tening post  The  American  serceant 
commandlDflT  the  food  carriers  shot  a 
Oerman  sergeant  through  the  head. 
The  loss  of  their  commander  demoral- 
ised the  remainder  of  the  patrol,  which 
retreated. 

Oeneral  Ferahins  arrived  at  the  head- 
(t^artera  at  the  front  M  the  priaonera 
were  brought  in. 

As  soon  as  the  Oerman  barraire  lifted 
the  American  outposts  saw  the  enemy 
Infantry  advancing  and  called  for  a 
counter  barrage,  which  fell  within  two 
minutes  Just  in  front  of  the  enemy.  The 
Germans  scattered  as  the  American  in- 
fantrymen came  from  their  underground 
shelters  and  began  pouring  machine  and 
automatic  gun  Are  into  their  ranks. 

An  American  corporal  In  a  listening 
post  saw  a  big  Oerman  sergeant  wear- 
ing the  Iron  cross  passing  close  by. 
He  leaped  out  and  hit  him  with  his 
rifle  butt^  and  then  throttled  hfm  and 
hauled  him  into  one  of  the  American 
trenches.  Another  Oerman  waa  cap- 
tured In  No  Man's  Land  by  a  corporal, 
whose  squad  covered  the  German  while 
the  corporal  advanced  and  demanded 
h«»  surrender.  The  German  threw  up 
his  hands  and  yelled  "Karaerad." 

The  American  general  commanding 
the  troops  In  thla  sector  has  personally 
congratulated  the  American  captors  and 
promised  to  reward  them  for  their  cool- 
headed  courage  In  the  face  of  the 
enemy's   Are. 

The  prisoners  talked  freely  and  di- 
vulged valuable  Information:

The  good 
motbera  have  aent  husbanda  apd  sons, 
and  bear  up  under  their  terrible  mls- 
fortunea  with  an  apparent  atolclsm  and 
herotam  that  la  on  a  par  with  the  most 
heroic  acta  of  any  ago  that  haa  over 
been  known  to  mankind. 


"Not  alone  have  they  enliated  tho 
servloes  of  nearly  every  man.  woman 
and  child,  but  two  .years  ago,  there

Information  received  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  would  Indicate  that 
the  motor  tractors  which  the  Dominion 
Oovernment  through  the  Food  Control 
Board  has  secured  from  the  Ford  com- 
pany for  the  purpose  of  expediting  agri- 
cultural production  in  Canada,  and  a 
portion  of  which  have  been  allotted  to 
British  Columbia,  are  now  en  route  to 
thla  province.  Applications  already  have 
been  received  from  eighteen  agricultur- 
ists of  the  province'  who  have  forwarded 
their  orders  to  the  Deputy  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  by  whom  they  have  been 
sent  en  to  Ottawa  accompanied  by  the 
required  cash  deposit  of  1760  per  trac- 
tor. The  applications  for  the  tractors 
number  Ave  from  Vancouver  Island,  Ave 
from  the  Lower  Mainland  and  eight 
from  the  Okanagan  and  other  Interior 
polnta 

When  the  federal  board  flrst  gave 
notice  of  the  opportunity  open  to  farm- 
ers to  secure  these  Increased  facilities 
to  provide  for  Increased  production  the 
Provincial  Department  of  Agriculture 
urged  that  of  the  flrst  lot  of  tractors  to 
be  received  a  number  should  be  assigned 
to  British  Columbia,  it  being  pointed 
out  that,  owing  to  the  earlier  season 
here  compared  with  the  eastern  prov- 
inces, their  use  oeuld  be  made  effective 
here  earlier  than  elsewhere.  This  sug- 
gestion waa  favorably  received  by  the 
Food  Control  authorities. 

Of  late  many  farmers  who  are  seek- 
ing to  secore  such  tractors  have  been 
aaaklng  laqulriaa  of  the  Department  as 
to  Whether  they  will  be  equipped  with 
the  belt  pulley  attachnet^t.  In  reply  to 
bis  request  for  Information  on  that 
point.  Deputy  Minister  6cott  haa  been 
advised  from  Ottawa  that  the  tractors 
are  being  assembled  at  tha  factory,  so 
that  the  belt  pvUey  may  be  attached 
without  the  services  of  a  mechaalo  and 
without  the  necessity  of  taking  down 
the  machine.  The  tractors  being  ship- 
ped at  present  are  not  supplied  with  the 
pulleys,  whk!h  will  be  available  before 
the  harveat  season  aad  may  be  obtained 
aa  an  aeetsaery  fran  Ford  dealers 
carrying  traatar  parta.

The  following  Is  a  story  which  ap- 
peared in  a  recent  issue  of  The  Lon- 
don Dally  Mall  telling  of  the  finding 
of  oil  wells  at  Ramsey,  Sngland.  The 
MalPs  correspondent  tells  how  he  vis- 
ited the  district  and  found  numerous 
people  burning  the  paraffin  and  the 
story  told  by  the  InhabltanU  a  moat 
Interesting  one.  The  people  are  run- 
ning their  engines  and  Illuminating 
their  homes  by  the  simple  procew  of 
charging  engines  and  lamps  straight 
from  the  pumps. 

Two  factories  that  are  producing 
gas  for  the  Oovernment  declared  that 
Ihey  had  never  had  such  fuel.  "It  Is 
more  like  pure  petrol,"  said  Mr.  A. 
Nevile  Swearer,  a  Government  con- 
tractor. "It  lasts  twice  aa  long  aa 
paraffin  and  glvea  better  results. 
People  who  are  using  It  In  their  lamps 
at  home  say  that  Its  staying  power  is 
far  longer  than  that  of  paraffin." 
"Look  at  this,"  said  Mrs.  Isley. 
wife  of  the  hairdresser  in  whose  yard 
the  second  oil  well  was  discovered. 
She  showed  a  lamp  which  was  pro- 
ducing a  steady  flame  of  wonderful 
whiteness  and  radiance.  "I  fliled  it 
from  the  pump  at  S:15  thla  morning; 
It  has  been  burning  for  nearly  twelve 
hours,  and  there  la  very  little  oil 
gone  yet." 

Mr.  E.  H.  Cunningham  Craig  and 
Mr.  J.  Arthur  Oreen,  representing  the 
Petrol  Research  Department  of  the 
Ministry  of  Munitions,  arrived  early 
thla  afternoon,  and  told  Mr.  H.  B. 
Isley  Immediately  to  seal  up  hie  pump 
and  not  to  sell  any  more  paraffin 
ponding  an  investigation  of  the  find. 
"They  informed  me,"  said  Mr.  Isley. 
"that  this  could  not  possibly  be  a 
matter  of  a  leakage  from  a  paraffin 
tank,  and  that  all  the  circumstances 
show  that  a  vein  of  natural  oil  had 
been  struck.  They  thtnk  thai  It 
might  be  necessary  to  drill  down  to 
SOO  feec  to  test  the  fulneaif  'of  the 
And.  They  said  that  in  only  one 
other  place  in  tho  world  had  oil  b^en 
discovered  in  a  state  ready  for  use, 
and  they  took  away  aamplea  for  ex- 
amination." 

Story  of  the  IHsroverjr 
The  Arst  real  indicutton  of  the  ex- 
istence of  oil  In  the  neighborhood 
came  on  Cbrlstrass  Day.  Mr.  Walter 
Palmer,  a  butcher  and  fanner  who 
Uvea  two  doofs  from  Mr.  Isley  In  the 
village  High  Street,  found  his  piga 
would  not  eat  the  food  whleh  had 
been  mixed  with  water  from  the 
pump.  "I  smelt  it."  he  said,  "and 
camo  to  the  conclusion  that  It  was 
tainted  with  paraffin.  I  oaJlad  In 
the  iMumber,  and  he  auggeated  that 
we  ahonid  pump  away  until  we  had 
get  rid  of  all  the  paraffin,  and  in- 
stead of  getting  rid  of  it.  we  only  got 
it  thicker  and  thicker.  It  camp  up 
Juat  like  milk,  a  white  fluid  that 
■melt  like   paraffin. 

"I  made  It  aettle.  and  found  that 
the  bucketa  contained  half  oil  at  the 
top  and  half  water  at  the  bottom, 
with  a  Bubetance  like  honey  Juat  be- 
low the  surface.  This  aubatanca, 
which  I  believe  la  called  petroleum 
Jelly,  la  the  moat  eurloua  part  of  the 
discovery.  Peraonally  I  did  not  thlak 
much  of  It.  I>clag  more  aajdeus  aboat 
my  pigs,  and  when  my  son-la-law 
mentioned  It  to  me  last  Wedneeter  I 
said.  'Tou  can  have  aa  mueh  paraf- 
fin out  of  that  pump  aa  you  Ilka  for 
sixpence.'      He    took    tho    affOr,    and

In  the  course  of  an  Informal  apeecb 
In  Ltondon  recently,  T>n*d  JeUlcoe  aaid 
no  country  waa  pr^ared  to  meet 
under-sea  warfare  aa  carried  on,  and 
when  the  Oermana  discovered  its  pos- 
eibilitiea  they  had  the  crreat  advanta«re 
of  scientinc  appliances,  in  which  they 
were  unrivalled,  and  their  shtpbulldinc 
yards,  not  being  required  to  build  mer- 
chant ships,  could  be  devoted  solely  to 
submarine       construction.  Further, 

they  were  able  to  build  submarines  at 
the  befflnning  of  the  war  faater  than 
we  could  build  destroyers.  In  which 
we  had  then  a  shortage.  Before  the 
war  the  British  nation  thought  In 
Dreadnoughts.  When  war  began,  and 
to  a  great  extent  now,  the  destroyer 
was  the  great  antidote  to  the  subma- 
rine. 

In  November  last  the  First  I^rd  of 
the  Admiralty  gave  the  number  of 
Oerman  submarines  operating  in  the 
North  Sea,  Atlantic,  and  Arctic  Oceans 
which  had  been  sunlc  by  us  as  40  to  60 
per  cent.  "I  think,"  said  Lord  JeUlcoe, 
"that  figure  probably  now  may  be  put 
at  60  per  cent,  but  I  have  no  official 
knowledge."  Later  his  Lordship 
spoke  of  the  splendid  work  which  had 
been  done  by  the  destroyers  in  convoy 
service,  in  safeguarding  communica- 
tions with  France,  and  on  the  Dover 
patrol  and  at  Harwich.  "There  have," 
he  declared,  amid  cheering,  "been  no 
finer  ext^mples  of  seamanship,  endur- 
ance, and  disregard  of  danger  than 
those  of  the  offlcers  and  men  of  the 
destroyer  service  during  this  war." 
The  destroyers  of  the  Dover  patrol, 
backed  by  the  light  forces  at  Harwich, 
were  a  constant  thorn  In  the  side  of 
the  enemy.  They  were  oohtlnually 
open  to  attack  both  by  surface  craft 
snd  submarines  and  mines.  "Too 
miist  not  wonder."  he  said.  "If  occa- 
sionally, or  even  frequently,  destroyers  ; 
of  the  enemy  get  past  the  patrol  and 
Inflict  damage  as  they  did  recently. 
If  they  com*  often  enough  they  wtll 
get  caught,  as  they  did  last  year  when 
the  Swift  and  the  Broke  met  them. 
The  people  of  this  country,"  added  the 
speaker,  "must  not  growl  and  get  rat- 
tled If  they  are  not  caught  the  first, 
second,  or  even  the  third  time." 

One  heard  too  much  about  the 
enemy's  strtnnarlnes  and  so  little  about 
oar  own.  But  the  reaaon  was  fairly 
obvious.  There  w,frre  dally  at  sea 
round  about  our  coasts  an  average  of 
over  1.006  Brltlvh.  Allied,  neutral  and 
merchant  vessels  targets  for  the 
enemy's  submarines.  The  duties  of 
our  submarines  had  to  he  confined  to 
attacking  tho  enemy's  .<«irfsre  rraft 
and  submaTlnpa.  Hla  stirfare  veiwcls 
came  outside  the  minefield  perhapa 
once  a  year.  In  nearly  every  caaa 
they  had  known  <hy  receiving  a  tor- 
pedo In  some  of  their  ships)  that  owr 
Httbrnarlnes  were  Wnlflng.  Tf  they 
fnvM  Imagine  what  a  constant  watch 
on  th»>  pari  "<  submarines,  with  a  ahflC 
onc«»  a  year,  meant,  th«'r  wotiM  iindar- 
stand  it  waa  rather  a  boring  entertain- 
ment. Our  auhmarlnea  were  always 
there  and  atwaya  ready,  and  well  tha 
maxj  kB«w  It     PMiipta  wroi*

A  very  attracttva  aouvenlr  from 
the  trenohea  haa  been  received  by 
Mtaa  Stokea  from  Pta.  T.  T.  Harris, 
o|  the  Princess  Patricias.  This  sou- 
venir, made  with  an  ordinary  pen« 
knife,  is  the  carved  crest  of  the 
famous  regiment  which  has  discovered 
so  many  gallant  soldiers  and  splendid 
lighting  men  in  the  present  war.  It 
is  of  two  kinds  >ef  wood,  the  base 
piece  being  of  light  wood,  a  piece  of 
panelling  from  an  old  mined  church 
Just  outside  of  liens.  It  Is  about  six 
Inches  square,  and  In  the  centre  is 
the  crest  proper  carved  from  a  piece 
of  darker  panelling  from  the  same 
edifice,  and  forming  a  bas-relief  on 
the  mount.  The  mount  bears  In  three 
corners  the  years  1914.  1916.  1916, 
1917  and  1918,  within  all  of  which 
the  Princess  Pats  have  seen  some 
of  the  worst  fighting  of  the  war. 
The  central  bas-relief  carried  the 
legend,  "Princess  Patricia's  Canadian 
I..ight  Infantry,"  surmounted  by  the 
crown,  while  In  very  neat  carving  on 
the  mount  are  some  of  the  bigger 
actions  in  which  the  famous  unit  has 
taken  part:  St.  Eloi.  Somme,  L,entt, 
Ypres,  Vimy  Ridge  and.  last  of  all, 
Passchendaele. 

Made  by  "Mac" 
The  following  excerpt,  from  a  let- 
ter from  Pte.  Harris  is  the  nearest 
approach  to  information  about  the 
maker  of  this  very  -interesting  me- 
mento from  the  trenches  that  Miss 
Stokes  has  received: 

"A  few  days  ago  I  really  did  man- 
age to  get  the  long-promised  Regi- 
mental crest  away  to  you.  I  sincere- 
ly trust  It  makes  a  safe  passage.  It 
is  a  very  nice  one.  I  told  old  'Mac,' 
the  carver,  it  was  for  a  particular 
friend  of  mine  from  Victoria.  He 
halls  from  there,  so  I  think  from  a 
purely  sentimental  reason  he  gave  it 
special  attention. 

"The  wood  Is  taken  from  the  pan- 
neling  of  a  ruined  church  on  the  out- 
skirts of  Lens.  When  you  can  you 
should  have  it  set  in  the  front  of  one 
of  your  fireplaces.  Princess  Patricia 
has  one  precisely  the  aame,  but  a 
little  larger."

An  army  in  tha  field  la  thrown 
upon  Its  own  resources  and  lias  to 
cook  its  own  food.  What  la  true  of 
the  army  as  a  whole  ia  alao  applica- 
ble to  every  member  of  it;  for  every 
soldier  may  have,  on  occaaion,  to  pre. 
pare  his  own  food.  .  A  good  soldier 
has  to  learn  to  be  a  Jaek«of-all-tradea, 
and.  In  his  own  interest,  will  acquire 
some  elementary  knowledge  of  cook- 
ing. Normally,  however,  he  haa  hta 
food  served  to  bim  ready  cooked  by 
the  company  oook.  For  the  army 
has  Its  own  oooka— enllated  aoldiara 
who  liave  either  been  cooka  in  civil 
life  or  have  been  trained  in  cookery 
aince   they  joined   the  army. 

The  army  proceads  on  a  communal' 
aystam  of  oooklng-  and  feeding  and 
givea  to  it  the  name  of  "central  meas- 
Ing."  A  aoldier  meaaea  with  hia  com- 
pany. He  may  not,  indeed,  sit  down 
to  a  meal  along  with  the  whole  of 
tha  rest  of  his  company.  It  ia  im- 
material whether  a  company  can  be 
accommodatod  In  a  single  dining- 
room  or  tenia.  The  oerving  may  be 
done  separately,  but  the  purchases 
are  made  and  tha  cooking  la  dona 
Jointly:  the  unit  for  cooking  purpoaea 
being  the  company  or  half-battalion 
or  battalion. 

A  military  unit  of  a  hundred  men 
normally  requires  two  trained  COOks 
and  two  assistants.  In  other  words, 
four  per  cent  of  the  men  anliated 
must  be  able  to  cook  or  asalat  in  pre- 
paring food,  a  vary  much.hlgher  pro- 
portion than  la  to  be  found  in  civil 
life.  In  the  early  daya  of  the  war, 
when  hundreda  of  thouaanda  of  men 
of  the  new  army  were  training  in 
thla  country,  the  demand  for  quali- 
fied cooka  fell  very  far  abort  of  the 
supply.  The  army  was  faced  with 
the  problem  of  how  the  necessary 
supply  of  cooks  waa  to  be  obtained. 
The  problem  waa  not  easy  of  solu- 
tion. No  recruit  who  was  likely  to 
make  a  good  soldier  could  be  spared 
for  non-combatant  duties,  and  there 
was  therefore  every  inducement  to 
relegate  the  least  competent  to  the 
cook-house,  whether  they  had  any 
knowledge  of  cooking  or  not  The 
evil  was  temporarily  lessened  by  the 
employment  of  men  ahd  women  with 
greater  experience  In  cookery  aa 
civilian  cooka,  aa  alao  by  the  fact 
that  great  numbers  of  newly-raised 
soldiers  were  fed  In  their  billets  and 
had  their  cooking  done  for  them  by 
lodging-house  keepers.  None  the  less, 
bad  cooking  ,«ras  the  rule,  and  its  at- 
tendant, waste,  was  rampant. 

It  was  essential  that  organized  In- 
struction should   l>e   given    to    army 
cooks,    and    that   schools    of   cookery 
should  be  established.    Up  to  the  time 
when  war  broke  out,  an  army  achool 
of  cookery  liad  bean  in  exiatenca  at 
Aldershot,  and  eouraea  of  InatrucUon 
had   been  given   there   right   back   In 
the  aeventiea  and  down  to  the  period 
of     moblllEailon.       The     school     was 
then   closed,   and   Its  staff  procseded 
to  the  front.     But  it  waa  aoon  found 
neceasary  to  re-opan  it.  and  the  Al- 
dershot achool   once   more  proceeded 
to  turn  out  cooks,  working  under  ex- 
traordinary pressure.     Still  It  was  im- 
possible, even  by  raising  the  numl>er 
of   men    ander    instruction,    iind    by 
shortening     courses,      for     a     single 
school  to  cope  with  the  demand.     So 
in   June,     1915,     achoola    of    cookery 
were   formed    in   each   of   tha   home 
commanda.     Here  company  and  bat- 
tery cooka.   the   more   highly  trained 
cooks  required    for    officers'    meaaea. 
and   the    aergeant    cooka    or    maator 
cooka,   who  aupervise  the   regimenUl 
cookhotise,   receive  their  training.   In 
the  courae  of  two  years,  tliat  hi,  to  tha 
end  of  June,  1917.  over  49,000  cooka 
had  paaaed  through  the  army  achoola 
of   cookery.      And   thla   figure    by   no 
meane   repreaenta   the   total   pt  those 
who,  during  thla  period,  hare"  become 
qoallfled  army  cooka.  for  tha  majority 
of   liattory  and    company   oooka   ara 
trained  regimentally  ander  tha  eya  of 
their  master  cook;  a  large  number  of 
cooks  for  the  army  have  received  In- 
struction at  technical  institutions  an- 
der   the    London    Coanty    Coanell   or 
similar  local  aathorltlea  in  Scotland ; 
and.  aa  wa  ataall  aoa.  aa  tttt  In  arena 
Ing  uae  la  made  of  female  labor,  and 
some  thousands  of  womon  oooka  are 
now  employed  both  at 


The  snoceaa  of  army  achoola  of 
cookery  la  thla  oeaatry  has  led  to 
Ihe^  eatabUahmeat  of  almUar  aohoola 
In  France.  Kach  army  corps  oat  In 
France  haa  now  one  or  mora  eook- 


tlooal  schools  are  being  aatablished 
Qpon  linaa  of  communlcatloo  aa  found 
•eoeaaary.  Bven  the  little  latasd  of 
Malta  has  now  its  own  cookery  achool 
in  wliich  apaolal  cookery  claaaea  are 
organised. 

In  the  old  leisurely  days  of  peace 
the  duration  of  a  courae  at  tha  Al- 
dershot school  used  to  be  thrao  or 
tour  montha.  But  now  every  branch 
of  military  training  has  to  be  speed- 
ed up,  and  the  present  couraao  ara 
aix  weeks  for  master  cooks,  four 
weeks  for  the  ofAears'  mess  and  thraa 
weaka  /or  company  and  hattenr 
cooka  The  cooks  are  trained  both  in 
Indoor  and  field  cookery.  They  at- 
tend lectures  and  receive  practical  fn- 
structiona.  Their  material  Is  the 
men's  rations,  for  they  are  actually 
engaged'  in  cooking  'for  military  unlta 
They  work  from  tha  simple  but 
wholesome  recipes  eontalned  in  tha 
"Manual  of  BCilltary  Cookery."  which 
also  guides  them  ka  to  «  choice  of 
dietaries.  ^ 

The  chief  point  inculcated  is  clean- 
linees — cleanlineBs  both  of  person  and 
of  apparatus  Second  only  to  this  in- 
Imp^tanoe  la  the  inouloaUon  of  tha 
need  of  variety;  that  stow,  for  eg- 
ample,  may  be  cooke^  in  more  than 
one  way.  For  monotony  breeds  uii- 
populaflly,  and  unpopularity  is  pro- 
ductive of  waste.  Hence  the  need  of 
a  varied  diet  sheet.  It  not  only  is 
more  to  the  liking  of  the  men,  but  |t 
allows  of  the  using  up  In  a  new  forrti 
of  the  niatorlal  left  over  from  a  pre- 
vious meal. 

0»e  may  illustrate  the  training  of 
an  army  cook  from  the  treatment  of 
the  meat  ration.  A  perfect  cook  most 
be  something  of  an  anatomist.  He 
ninst  know  which  joints  are  suiUble 
for  roasting  and  which  for  stowing, 
and  be  able  to  cut  them  up  economi- 
cally as  well  as  to  carve  them  with 
oxfedition  when  they  are  cooked  and 
aerved.  Naturally  the  whole  of  the 
ration  meat  cannot  be  served  on  the 
dish.  It  contains  from  J2  to  16  per 
cent  of  bone;  It  is  coated  with  a  con- 
alderable  proportion  of  waste  fat — 
on  an  average  1  oz.  of  suet  or  fat  to 
a  pound  of  meat;  and  a  certain  pro- 
portion, which  varies  a<;icording  to 
the  joint,  and  may  be  anything  frpnj 
19  to  80  per  cent,  disappears  in  the 
cooking. 

Such  bones  as  are  necessary  for 
making  gravy  or  soup  are  parsed 
through  the  stock  pot.  These,  after 
use.  as  well  as  all  "green"  or  un- 
cooked bones,  are  collected  and  dis- 
posed of  through  a  committee  for  the 
purchase  of  army  camp  refuse.  It  has 
been  calculated  that  a  unit  drawing 
1,000  lbs.  of  meat  per  day  is  also  to 
dispose,  on  an  average,  of  a  ton  of 
green  bone*,  and  13  cwt.  of  dry  bones 
per  month.  About  half  the  fat  pro- 
duced ia  required  for  cooking  pur- 
poaea. The  remainder  Is  melted  down 
Into  dripping,  and  part  is  Issued  to 
troops  In  lieu  of  butter  (the  best 
dripping  being  more  appreciated 
than  the  worst  butter  or  margarine), 
while  the  remainder,  along  with  all 
fat  trimmings,  and  the  aolldlfled  fat 
aklmmed  from  the  aurface  of  the 
wator  in  which  greasy  platea  have 
i>een  waahed.  la  disposed  of,  along 
with  the  bones,  and  sold  to  soap- 
boilers, who  convert  it  Into  tallow  and 
glycerine.  The  tallow  thus  obtained 
from  army  camps  Is  sufficient  to  pro- 
vide soap  for  the  entire  needf  of  the 
army,  navy  and  government  depart- 
niento,  and  to  leave  a  surplus  for  pub- 
lic uae.  The  glycerine  Is  supplied  to 
the  Ministry  of  Munitions  at  >ne- 
slxth  of  the  price  ,that  would  havO  to 
be  paid  for  imported  glycerine,  and 
ia  uaed  in  the  manufaqture  of  pro- 
pellant  chargea. 

After  the  army  cook  has  roasted 
his  jointo  and  made  other  portions  of 
the  ration  meat  Into  stews,  meat 
paddings  and  pies;  after  he  has  pass- 
ed hia  bonea  through  the  stock  pot 
and  saved  all  l>ones,  waste  fat  and 
dripping;  he  la  not  yet  done  with  the 
meat  ration.  He  learns  in  the  army 
schools  of  cookery  that  a  regiment 
must  be  made  self-supporting.  He  Is 
shown  how  the  scraps  and  leavings  of 
fresh  meit,  mixed  With  bully  beef 
In  the  proportion  of  three  to  one, 
can  be  used  up  as  rissoles,  or,  with 
the  help  of  a  mincing  machine  and 
a  sausage  filler,  can  be  converted  Into 
excellent  sausages.  He  learns,  too, 
how  to  make  pressed  beef  and  .l^wn 
at  half  the  cost  of  the  bought  arti- 
cle. ' 


ITe  ie  taught  similar  economy  fiT 
dealing  with  tha  bread  ration,  ^e  ia 
made  to  coUoot  all  unused  aiioea  of 
bread  loft  ia  the  dining-room  after 
aaoh  maal  and  oruah  them  into 
crumbs,  out  of  which,  with  tha  aid 
of  flavoring,  augar,  dripping  and  a 
little  aalt.  he  makea  plain  but  aub- 
stantia)  puddings.  He  ia  ahown  how 
ration  biaculto^  oan  bo  ground  to 
meal  and  mixed  with  flour  In  the 
proportion  of  three  to  one  to  make 
Jam  or  treacle  puddlnga.  He  learns 
the  making  of  eakaa  for  the  aoldiara' 
tea  and     the    alntulneaa    of     buying 


Furthermore,  the  army  achoola  of 
cookery  give  instruction  not  only  how 
to  uae  the  food  material  which  a  mll- 
Itory  unit  la  entitled  to  draw  as  ra- 
tions, but  how  to  avoid  using  it.  They 
Inculcate  the  simple  fact  t|iat  a  aol- 
dier may  l>a  l>etter  fgd  on  8  to  10 
osa.  of  meat  wisely  cooked  thaa  on 
a  crude  12  oxa.  They  encourage 
cooks  to  do  with  less  than  the  au- 
thorised food  allowanoe.  Thla  call- 
ed "under-drawing  of  ratlona,"  and 
Is  easily  attainable  with  oareful  man- 
agement under  the  system  of  central 
measlog.  A  careful  daily  record  Is 
kept  by  the  master  cook  of  the  num- 
ber of  rations  drawn  and  issued,  the 
amount  of  purchases  made,  and  the 
day's  diet. 

In  addition  to  Indoor  cooking  and 
catering,  the  schools  of  cookery  give 
instruction  in  field  cooking.  An  army 
cook  haa  to  be  prepared  for  all  emer- 
genelea.  The  condltlona  under  which 
he  is  called  upon  to  cook  abroad  may 
in  no  way  differ  from  those  prevail- 
ing at  home.-  But  he  will  not  always 
find  cover  for  himself  and  his  uten- 
sils, and  he  must  learn  to  cook  in  the 
open.  He  must  learn  the  use  of 
traveling  field  kitchens.  lie  must 
learn  to  erect,  and  to  bake  in,  an  Al- 
dershot oven  or  in  any  other  kind 
of  ground  oven;  it  can  be  learned  in 
a  day.  He  will  have  to  cook  In 
trenches  and  must  ply  spade,  pick 
and  shovel.  He  must  know  how  to 
build  a  trench  kitchen  in  such  a  way 
that  no  clouds  of  smoke  Indicate  itu 
position  to  the  enemy.  Hardest  tosk 
of  all  for  an  untrained  mind,  ho  will 
pans  will  not  always  aecompany  him, 
and  the  day  wilt  coma  when  he  wilt 
have  to  Imprnviae.  His  pots  and 
have  to  cook  in  empty  bully  beef 
tins  or  in  any  other  old  tin  (provid- 
ed it  be  clean)  that  comes  to  his 
hand.  Not  only  must  he  Improvise 
himself.  He  must  be  abia  to  do  so. 
The  ordinary  soldier  is  dependent 
upon  his  mesa  tin  for  cooking,  and 
must  understond  how  to  use  it  If  he 
is  to  provide  himself  with  a  meal 
on  an  emergency.  Great  stress  Is 
therefore  laid  hi  army  schools  upon 
meas   tin   cooking. 

The  necessity  of  having  a  supply 
of  men  cooks  capable  of  rendering 
service  In  the  field  limited  at  the  out- 
set .  the  use  that  could  be  made  of 
women.  No  difficulty,  however,  stood 
in  the  way  of  the  employment  of  wo- 
men as  cooks  In  hospltols,  and,  since 
the  outset  of  the  war,  a  large  num- 
ber of  these  have  been  furnished  by 
voluntary  aid  detachments.  The 
scheme  for  the  utilization  of  womah 
labor  received  development  in  the 
creation  of  a  voluntary  organized 
body  named  the  k  Women's  Lt#io^ 
which  came  Into  being  just  a  year 
after  war  had  broken  out.  Ito  cook- 
ery section  sfarted  work  in  the  con- 
valescent .hospitals  and  oamps  in 
this  country.  Since  then  it  baa  token 
over  the  cooking  arrangemento  of 
varioua  hoapitals  for  the  sick  and 
wounded  of  the  overaaaa  Domlnlona! 
Women  cooka  and  waltreases  /have 
been  supplied  to  numerous  ofSoers' 
messes,  to  nearly  all  the  officers' 
cadets  schools,  and  even  to  efrtoin 
large  training  centres  at  home.  The 
use  of  women  as  cooks  haa  been  car- 
ried a  stoge  further  by  the  Inaugur- 
ation of  the  Women's  Army  Auxil- 
iary Corps  In  June,  1917.  TTie  W. 
A.  A.  C.  has  Its  cookery  section,  into 
which  the  corresponding  branoh  of 
the  Women's  Legion  ia  being  grad- 
ually absorbed.  Ito  members  are 
available  for  service  either  at  home 
or  overseas,  and  women  cooks  are 
now  bemg  employed  in  large  num- 
bers at  the  bases  and  on  the  lines  of 
communications  in  France.  The  new 
organisation  is  still  In  Ito  Infancy,  but 
even  by  the  end  of  June.  19,17,  7,000 
women  were  being  employed  to  cook  | 
for   the  army.
